An immedintR intcn**t was noticeable 


everywhere throughout the citrus dis- 
tricts of Southern California last -week, 
when it was announced that the great

divided and sold. Among citrus grow- 
ers who know the history of the indus- 
try in the state the 
announcement 


amounted to a sensation. 


It has been further stated by Edwin 


G. Hart, who has been selected 
as 


sales manager for the property, that 
the subdivision will be made in five, 
ten and twenty acre tracts, and that 
the great ranch of 310 acres of lemons 
will be laid out with a system of im- 
proved roads.

-Runyan and Ruth Watson, 
Tho four debaters presented Miss Da- 
vison the debating coach, with a large 
"box of chocolates in appreciation of tho 
time and attention she gave in coach- 
ing them for the debate. 


Last Friday afternoon the baseball 


team lost its first practice game-to Pu- 
ente, with the score 2 to 1. This was 
the first game this season and the team 
is largely composed of new players, so 
the defeat was not a groat surprise. By 
Tuesday afternoon, however, the team 
was in better shape and defeated Chaf- 
fee high school with the score 11 to 10.

Boy Describes World's 


Famous War Picture 


A letter has been received this week 


by Mrs, A. M. Pence and Miss Mattie 
Breakoy from their nephew, Charles 
Smith, with tho American forces in 
France. Tho letter is of special interest 
as it describes in detail the now famous 
picture, "Pantheon de la Guerra," tho 
great painting commemorating tho vic- 
tory of the allies and America. 
The 


letter follows: 


Paris, March 18 . 


Dear Folks: 


I am in tho Soldiers' and Sailors' 


club this noon awaiting tho trip to Ver- 
sailles. I have been excused from work 
this afternoon purposely to make this 
trip. 


Will tell you about what I did during 


tho last week-end. Saturday afternoon 


L saw the famous "Pantheon de la 
Guerre," the great painting commem- 
orating the victory of tho allies and 
America. Tho picture is in a building 
purposely constructed for it. It is 45 
feet high and 360 feet in circumference, 
following tho wall of tho circular build- 
ing. It was four years in tho making 
by two artists working 'continuously. 
There are 0000 distinct features of ac- 
tual men now living. 


Tho picture shows a panorama of the 


entire battlefront with such minute ex- 
actness that tho towns and villages 
shown may be called by name from ap- 
pearance on tho canvas. Each notion 
has assigned to it a special section of 
the panorama, corresponding to the sec- 
tion of the front held by its armies. 
Tho French section shows the heroes of 
Franco assembled in an amphitheatre to 
witness tho passing of tho victorious 
troops of France, who are seen coming 
from the right and left. In tho center 
stands the statue of 
victory, 
bslow 


which are assembled 
President Poin- 


sairo, Marshals Foch, Joffre, etc. The 
artists, however, did not forget the 
other phase of war, for on the opposite 
side is shown a tomb with the inscrip- 
tion "To our noble dead" (in French) 
and a small figure in black kneeling in 
front 
of tho tomb, representing the 


mourning womanhood of France. 


The Belgian section is very charact- 


eristic, with King Albert in the center, 
with I In- torn "scrap of paper" at his 
feet; ulso the ruins of his cities and the 
homes of his people. The queen is rep- 
resented in the Red Cross uniform. 


The most striking figure in the Brit- 


ish section is Nurse Cavell, martyred 
by the Hun beasts. 


The American section shows a statue 


of Washington in tho background, drap- 
ed with American flags. In tho fore- 
ground is President Wilson reading an 
address. There is an allegorical trio 
representing 
the "unity 
with 
which 


America came into the war. They arc 
a cowboy, capitalist and laborer hand 
in hand, carrying the stars and stripes. 
Leading this trio is a West Point cadet, 
who in passing salutes tho President 
with his saber. The late "T. E." is 
shown in a very characteristic pose, 
with his arm extended toward tho trio, 
us if urging them on. Others showotaro 
Secretaries Lansing, McAdoo, and Gen- 
erals Pershing, Bliss, March, etc. 


The pictures are of life size and the 


figures stand out so real that one is 
almost tempted to speak to see if they 
will reply. It is undoubtedly tho most 
wonderful picture in the world. 


There, now I have got to stop and I 


have told you about only one thing I 
saw on Saturday, but will try and toll 
you the rest some day. As ever,
